Reference  to  the  statements  lierein  presented  for  the  information  and 
consideration  of  Your  Honor  will  exhibit  an  over  expenditure  during  the 
past  fiscal  yt^Jii'on  the  Great  Rondsand  Bridges  of  the  Province  of  $28,984.93. 
This  was  almost  wholly  made  necessary  by  the  unprecedented  freshets,  the 
result  of  very  heavy  rains  in  the  spring  of  1895,  whereby  many  large  and 
expensive  bridges  were  swept  away.  Cireat  injury  was  also  done  to  the 
roads  by  means  of  washouts.  I'he  danmge  done  to  bridges  was  particularly 
great  in  the  County  of  Charlotte,  although  the  di.sasters  were  by  no  means 
confined  to  that  section  of  ti\p  Province.     These    unforeseen  expenditures

which  could  not  in  the  ordinary  course  have  heen  anticipated,  will,  I  feel 
assured,  be  found  on  examination  to  have  been  made  by  the  Departuien 
with  a  due  regard  to  the  public  interests  and  neceSvsities,  even  though  the 
amount  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Department  of  Pul>lic  Works  for  such 
services,  by  the  Legislature,  has  been  exceeded. 

I  have  usually  added  in  my  annual  report  to  your  Honor  an  Appendix* 
showing  the  expenditures  made  by  supervisors  on  bridges,  but  in  view  of 
the  present  practice  of  the  Department  to  havtj  all  such  out' ays,  as  near  as 
may  be,  charged  to  Bridge  Account  in  detail,  T  have  deemed  it  advisable  to 
discontinue  such  Appendix,  thereby  avoiding  the  expense  incident  to 
the  same.

In  placing  these  statements  before  Your  Honor,  I  desire  to  call  your 
attention  to  the  fact  that  by  reason  in  part  of  severe  ice  freshets  and  heavy 
rain  storms,  and  in  part  by  emergencies  which  could  not  be  anticipated  by 
the  Department  of  Public  Works,  it  became  necessary  to  incur  a  compara- 
tively large  over  expenditure  on  Great  Roads,  Bridges  and  Bye  Roads.  The 
necessities  of  the  country  demandi'd  that  these  works  should  receive  atten- 
tion, and  the  Department  was  constrained  to  meet  the  emergencies  {\ni^ 
arising. 

The  expenditure  upon  Public  Buildings  will  be  seen  to  have  been  abnor- 
mally large.  This  was  occasioned  because  it  was  found  in  making  repairs  to 
the  Lunatic  Asylum  and  other  buildings  that  a  great  deal  more  wi^rk  was 
necessary  than  had  at  first  been  contemplated.  \s  the  repairs  progressed  it 
was  discovered  in  opening  up  the  work  that  it  wa.>  absolutely  essential  to 
make  further  provision  for  the  protection  and  preservation  -M'  the  buildings. 

In  prosecuting  the  work  oi'  boring  an  artesian  well  it  was  found  as  work 
progressed  that  greater  expenditure  than  had  been  estimated  for  was  reuuired 
in  consequence  of  the  character  oi'  the  boring,  which  could  not  be  foretold 
until  the  actual  experiment  was  made. 

The  expenditures  made  on  account  of  permanent  bridges,  under  the  Act 
of  Assembly  59th  Victoria,  Cap.  3,  have  been  made  a  subject  oi'  a  separate 
account,  from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  the  amount  expended  since  th.e  pas- 
sag^e  of  the  Act  is  less  than  fiflv  per  cent,  of  the  expenditure  anticipated  bv 
the  Leg'islature,  as  evidenced  by  the  provisions  contained  in  the  said  Act.

In  submitting  these  statements  for  your  Honor's  consideration  I  deem 
it  necessary  to  explain  that  the  expenditure  on  Public  Buildings  was  much 
larger  than  had  been  anticipated,  due  in  a  large  measure  to  the  difficulty  in 
accurately  foreshadowing  and  estimating  the  extent  of  the  necessary 
repairs  and  enlargements  of  the  Asylum  buildings.  The  report  of 
Mr.  W.  A.  Quinton,  Steward  of  the  Provincial  Lunatic  Asylum,  hereto 
attached,  gives  a  clear  and  concise  statement  of  the  improvements  made  in 
connection  with  the  Asylum  buildings,  and  I  beg  to  respectfully  invite 
your  Honor's  attention  to  the  information  contained  therein.

To  the  Honorable  the  Chief  Commissioner  and 

Commission  of  the  Provincial  Lunatic  Asylum,  * 

Gentlemen  : — 

I  leg  respectfully  to  submit  the  following  report  in  regard  to  building 
operations  and  other  work  done  at  the  Provincial  Lunatic  Asylum,  under 
my  direction,  during  the  current  year. 

ELECTRIC     LIGHTING     PLANT. 

This  was  installed  by  Messrs.  G.  N.  Angier  &  Co.  in  the  early  summer 
and  has  since  worked  very  satisfactorily,  so  much  so  that  I  am  informed 
by  the  engineer  in  charge  that  there  has  not  been  a  single  stoppage  due  to 
any  defect  in  the  machinery  up  to  the  present  time,  which  in  connection 
with  a  new  plant,  electrical  men  state  is  very  unusual  and  certainly  speaks 
well  for  the  material  and  workmanship. 

The  total  capacity  of  the  plant  is  1000  lights  divided  in  such  units  as 
to  insure  sufficient  illumination  in  the  event  of  an  accident  happening  to 
any  part  of  the  machinery. 

In  addition  to  furnishing  light  for  the  building,  under  the  direction  of 
your  honorable  body.  I  have  utilized  the  electric  current  from  the  same 
plant  by  the  aid  of  electric  motors  to  furnish  power  for  the  operation  of 
the  steam  laundry  and  workshop  in  connection  with  the  institution,  both  of 
which  are  now  in  operation  with  the  result  of  a  considerable  increase  both 
in  efficiency  and  economy.  In  further  obedience  to  your  directions  I  am 
now  pieparing  to  utilize  the  electric  current  in  the  operation  of  the  pump 
designed  to  raise  tlie  water  from  the  well  recently  bored  with  the  object  of 
supplying  the  institution  with  water,  and  my  information  on  this  subject 
leads  nu?  to  believe  that  this  way  of  utilizing  the  electric  current  will 
prove  ecjually  satisfactory  with  those  already  in  use.  Subject  to  your  con- 
sent I  have  also  in  view  other  methods  of  applying  the  electric  plant  in 
sucli  a  way  as  to  add  to  the  convenience  and  comfort  of  the  inmates  of  thg 
institution  witiiout  adding  materidlly  to  the  cost  of  operation." 

It  affords  me  nmch  pleasure  to  say  that  I  have  been  able  to  operate 
this  electric  plant  in  a  highly  satisfactory  manner,  and  throughout  the 
entire  day  and  night  without  one  dollar  s  increase  to  the  pay  roll  of  the 
ij)stitution. 
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In  addition  to  the  work  in  connection  with  the  above  performed  by 
the  electrical  engineer,  it  was  found  indispensable  to  make  certain  altera- 
tions and  improvements  in  the  building  utilized  for  the  power  house  as 
well  as  certain  construction  work  outside  the  premises,  all  of  which  work 
w^as  done  under  my  direction  and  mainly  by  the  regular  staif  and  inmates 
of  the  institution. 

To  afford  room  for  the  installation  of  the  new  boilers,  I  found  it  neces- 
sary to  enlarge  the  present  boiler  house  and  increase  its  stability  by  the 
erection  of  a  new  wall.  It  was  also  thought  best  to  increase  the  coal  stor- 
age capacity,  and  lessen  the  fire  risk  in  the  building  by  the  removal  of  cer- 
tain existing  partitions  which  was  done  at  a  trifling  cost. 

The  boiler  setting  flooring  in  the  boiler  house,  brick  partitions  in  the 
dynamo  room  and  engine  beds  and  all  other  mason  work  were  done  in  a 
very  satisfactory  way  by  Mr.  C.  T.  Tilley. 

The  roofing  of  the  building,  the  large  excavation  for  the'  engine  beds, 
the  construction  of  the  sewer  (in  itself  a  very  heavy  piece  of  work),  all 
carpenter,  painting  and  machine  work  other  than  that  done  under  the 
electrical  contract  was  done  b}^  tho  inmates  under  the  direction  of  Messrs. 
Campbell,  Estey  and  Brownell  as  the  regular  staff". 

With  regard  to  the  comparative  CDst  of  the  present  and  former  systems 
of  illumination,  I  may  add  that  while  it  is  not  to  be  expected  that  the 
electric  light  or  any  other  illumiriants  can  be  supplied  directly  as  cheaply 
as  paraflSne  oil,  still  when  increased  comfort,  better  liealth  and  greater 
safety  from  fire  and  to  life  follow  the  adoption  of  the  electric  light  the 
advantage  surely  preponderates  in  favor  of  the  latter. 

But  I  think  a  direct  saving  can  be  shown  if  a  proper  reduction  of  the 
insurance  rates  is  made  co!isequent  upjn  the  introduction  of  electricity. 

However  I  have  no  doubt  th  it  this  electric  sy.Ht'im,  operated  as  a 
whole,  will  show  an  increase  in  economy  over  the  previous  methods  of  fur- 
nishing light  and  power. 

In  connection  with  the  electric  plant  I  might  say  in  parsing  that  the 
recent  change  in  the  coal  contract  brouglit  about  by  you  as  well  as  the 
chancre  in  the  class  of  coal  furnished  has  resulted  in  no  small  savin cr  to  the 
Institution  there  being  a  large  reduction  in  the  amount  consumed.  I  am 
also  substituting  this  class  of  coal  for  the  hard  coal  heretofore  consumed  at 
the. annex,  and  I  hope  for  a  considerable  saving  in  this  respect. 
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LAUNDRY. 

Further  in  the  line  of  eaiTying  out  your  instructions,  I  made  a  mater- 
ial change  in  the  location  and  equipment  of  the  steam  laundry  operated  by 
the  inmates.  As  I  pointed  out  to  you  on  a  former  oeaision  the  medical 
staff  of  the  institution  have  apprised  me  of  the  fact  that  the  then  location 
of  the  Laundry,  owing  to  its  position  in  the  basement  and  for  sanitarj'  rea- 
sons, was  not  conducive  to  the  health  of  those  of  the  inmates  engaged  in 
its  operation. 

The  most  likely  plan  for  its  establishment  was  that  occupied  by  the 
carpenter  shop  which  shop  by  reason  of  its  immediate  pi*oximity  to  the 
boilei*s  and  the  refuse  and  shavings  made  by  the  workmen  was,  in  my 
opinion,  a  veritable  tire  trap.  The  Honorable  the  Chief  Commissioner 
was  particularly  desirous  that  this  workshop  should  be  so  located  that  all 
danger  from  tire  would  be  done  away  with.  I  therefore  removed  the 
laundry  to  that  part  of  the  building  occupied  by  the  carpenter  shop,  the 
latter  being  located  elsewhere  as  will  be  stated  further  on  in  my  report. 

This  building,  on  account  of  its  original  construction  not  being  of  «^ 
very  substantial  character,  in  order  to  tit  it  for  its  new  purposes,  had  t<^ 
suffer  many  material  changes,  in  particular,  the  laying  of  a  new  gnivt*^ 
roof,  the  construction  of  a  large  sky-light  to  aflbrd  light  and  air,  the  briclc  - 
iiig  in  of  a  considerable  portion  of  the  biundry  room  and  the  laying  of   «^ 
substantial  brick  floor  with  such  an   incline  as  to  carry  off  sloppage  aii^l 
wasti^  water.     That  part  of  the  floor  not   liable  to  soakage   from  water     1 
had  floored  with  pine  lumber. 

I  found  it  necessary  to  construct  new  pine  tubs  and  set  up  new  pipim  ^ 
as  well  as  an  apparatus  for  drying  clothes,  made  in  such  a  manner  as  t:*> 
utilize  the  waste  exhaust  steam  from  the  engines,  by  means  of  which  ^x 
very  important  saving  ov(*r  the  formei*  method  of  drying  is  effected. 

In  addition  to  these  improvements,  certain  minor  ones  were  carrie-ci 
out,  notably,  the  construction  of  small  ante-rooms  for  the  keeping  ^ 
supplies  and  for  toilet  purposes,  the  opening  of  a  dooi*  connecting  with  tlie 
u'oning  room,  and  the  (^reeling  of  a  conjmodious  closet  wherein  the  ]X)>ver 
motor  is  kept  under  lock  and  key. 

Witli  the  exception  of  the  masonry  all  tlu^  above  work  was  done  V^y 
the  staff' of  the  institution  under  Messrs.  Campbell,  Kstey  and  Brownell,  to 
whose  enerirv  and  abilitv  I  can  cheerfullv  t(»stifv.  I  also  have  pleasure  '^^ 
statin*:  that  the  value  of  the  niaterial  u.sed  in  the  construction  of  all  these 
important  changes  in  the  Laundry  apparatus  does  not  exceed  8100. 
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To  this  room  I  have  removed  all  the  old  machinery  heretofore  in  use, 
which  works  very  smoothly  and  satisfactorily,  but  in  order  to  perfect  the 
Laundry  equipment  there  will  require  to  \ye  added  one  or  two  new  machines. 
When  these  are  set  up  I  can  safely  say  that  the  entire  plant  will  compare 
favorably  with  any  in  the  vicinity. 

I  think  that  your  honorable  body  cannot  but  be  congratulated  that 
such  a  change  as  this,  and  so  beneficial  in  respect  to  the  health,  comfort  and 
convenience  of  the  patients  has  been  accomplished  and  at  such  a  small 
expense. 

WORKSHOP. 

As  previously  stated,  this  has  been  removed  to  the  premises  formerly 
occupied  as  a  bam  and  coachhouse,  and  from  its  isolated  position,  any  fire 
risk  due  to  shavings  or  other  wood  refuse  is  reduced  to  a  minimum. 

I  have  made  a  num^-er  of  improvements  in  this  building  in  the  way  of 
strengthening  the  frame,  repairing  the  foundation  and  floors,  and  erecting 
a  new  chimney,  all  of  which  work  was  done  by  our  own  men. 

The  wood  working  machinery,  formerly  in  the  cellar  of  the  main 
building,  has  been  removed  to  this  new  workshop,  and  is  now  operated  by 
an  electric  motor,  the  power  being  supplied  by  the  lighting  dynamo. 

BARN 

This  building,  which  has  been  standing  for  many  years;  I  have  had  prac- 
tically rebuilt.  The  old  roof  has  been  replaced  by  a  new  one,  the  frame 
and  sills  have  been  renewed  and  new  stalls  constructed  for  the  driving 
horses  of  the  institution  which  are  now  located  in  this  building.  The 
thoroughness  of  the  repairs  effected  will  cause  this  bam  to  serve  its  pur- 
pose for  many  years  to  come.  This  work  was  also  performed  by  the  staff 
and  inmates  of  the  Asylum. 

MAIN     BUILDING. 

The  repairs  upon  this  during  the  past  eighteen  months  have  been  very 
extensive  and  of  a  permanent  character.  The  entire  slate  roofs  of  the 
building,  comprising  an  extent  of  about  ten  acres,  have  Jx?en  renewed.  The 
ceilings  in  nearly  all  the  wards  replaced  and  extensive  brick  re-construction 
and  repairs  made  in  the  main  kitchen  pantry  and  staff  dining  room.

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On  account  of  the  bad  effect  on  the  piping  of  the  wat^r  in  use  at  th^ 
institution,  this  had  become  »o  pitted  and  worn  that  extensive  re-construc — 
tion  and  repair  was  absohitely  necessary.  This  was  done  in  a  satisfactory 
manner  by  Mr.  David  Campbell,  our  Engineer,  and  is  now  in  good  con  — 
dition.  During  the  year  the  customary  necessary  incidental  repairs  havi 
been  done  in  and  about  the  building  which  is  in  a  good  state  of  preserva.  - 
tion. 

THE  ASYLUM  ANNEX. 

No  construction  or  repair  work  of  any  consequence  has  been  under- 
taken in  connection  w^ith  this  building  during  the  current  year.  An  out- 
side cellar  of  a  fair  size  has  been  built  and  serves  a  useful  purpose.  In  th. 
near  future,  however,  I  hope  your  honorable  body  will  consider  the  advis- 
abilty  of  making  some  much  needed  repairs  in  the  barns  and  buildings,  tL 
cost  of  which  will  not  be  a  very  serious  matter. 

FENCING. 


I  have  made  preparations,  towards  carrying  into  effect  your  directioi 
in  regard  to  replacing  the  fence  at  present  surrounding  the  grounds  at  tim  ^r*^ 
main  building,  which  is  in  a  very  bad  state  of  repair,  and  for  that  purpo^i-^::? 
the  necessary  stone  has  been  hauled  on  the  ground,  and  in  the  early  sprii^  ^*r 
I  hope  to  commence  its  construction.  It  will  also  be  necessary  during  thm  €1.* 
coming  season  to  place  proper  fencing  around  the  annex  farm,  as  thatthemr^c? 
at  present  is  in  a  very  dilapidated  condition  and  I  am  now  engaged  "i  11 
hauling  some  clieap  cedar  to  effect  tcunporary  repairs. 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  testifying  to  the  very  competent  manner  i  11 
which  the  employes  of  the  department,  with  wliich  I  am  concerned,  hft"%'o 
discliarcjed  their  duties,  and  all  construction  and  other  work  intrusted  t<y 
them  has  been  performed  in  a  highly  creditai»le  manner.

Provincial    Lunatic    Asylum    Works.  ' 


To  the  Honorable  the  Chief  Commissioner  and 

Commission  of  the  Provincial  Lunatic  Asylum. 

(lENTLEMEX  : — 

I  have  the  liunor  to  suhmit  the  following  report  in  regard  to  the  status 
of  various  matters  at  the  Provincial  Lunatic  Asylum,  under  the  control  of 
vour  Honorable  Bodv,  and  with  wliich  I  have  to  do. 

There  has  been  undertaken  no  new  work  of  any  consequence  during 
the  past  year,  our  attention  being  mainly  employed  in  keeping  the  build- 
ings, etc.  of  the  Institution  in  tlieir  usual  good  state  of  repair,  the  expense 
of  w^liich  has  been  almost  exclusivelv  confined  to  the  cast  of  the  material 
onlv,  the  mecluinical  work  iK'iiu^  done  by  the  stall'  of  the  Institution.  I 
may,  however,  specify  in  detail  the  chief  direction  of  oin-  efforts. 

PUMPING     PLANT. 

Bv  direction  of  the  Honorable  the  Chief  Commissioner  I  hurried  this 
work  on  to  completion,  with  the  result  that  the  water  from  the  artesian 
well  is  now  bt^ng  used  for  certain  needs  of  tlie  Institution.  I  regret,  how- 
ever, to  say  that  owing  to  a  deflect  in  the  pumping  apparatus  we  are  not  as 
yet  in  possession  of  the  total  outflow  of  tlie  well,  but  as  this  matter  is  now 
being  dealt  with  by  the  Chief  Commissioner  I  have  no  doubt  but  that  the 
ountnictors  will  live  up  to  their  engagements,  witli  satisfactory  results  at 
an  early  day.  In  this  connection  it  gives  me  pleasure  to  st>ite  that  I  have 
been  enabled  to  make  a  very  large  saving  in  construction  work  by  the 
adaptation  to  our  purposes  of  tw^o  unused  brick  tanks  in  the  basement, 
which  serve  us  admirably. 

The  construction  of  the  pump  house,  the*  laying  of  the  pipe,  and  all 
nuHjhanical  and  electrical  engineering  (other  than  the  construction  of  the 
apparatus)  in  connection  with  this  electrical  pumping  plant,  has  been  most 
satisfactorily  carried  out  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Daniel  Campbell,  our 
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ELECTRICAL   LIGHTING   AND   MOTOR  PLANT. 

This  continues  to  give  perfect  satisfaction,  and  in  the  light  of  results 
it  should  be  a  uiatter  of  congratulation  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
that  it  has  had  to  do  with  such  reliable  contractors. 

LAUNDRY. 

The  new  laundry  answers  in  every  way  our  expectations,  and  is  va^^tly 
superior  to  that  formerly  in  use.  There  have  been  no  additions  made  to 
t-he  laundry  machinery  which  has  been  worked  for  many  years,  and  is 
scarcely  up  to  the  requirements  of  600  people ;  but  as  the  Chief  Com- 
missioner has  consented  to  the  purchase  of  a  new  washing  machine  (which 
has  l)een  ordered  and  is  daily  expected),  I  am  in  hopes  that  the  laundry 
e(}uipment  will  suffice  for  some  time  to  come. 

MAIN    ASYLUM     BUILDING. 

A  large  amount  of  necessary  repairs  has  been  effected  on  the  side 
vralls  and  ceilings  of  the  main  building  in  the  way  of  replastering  and 
painting.  A  considerable  quantity  of  worn-out  plumbing:  and  piping  has 
l>een  renewed,  as  well  as  all  defective  food  elevators  and  hoists. 

NEW     FENCING. 

I  have  as  yet  been  unable  to  commence  the  construction  of  the  high 
fence  to  replace  the  dilapidated  sheds  enclosing  the  patients'  exercising 
ground,  and  as  it  is  very  necessary  that  a  movement  in  this  direction  be 
made  as  soon  as  possible,  I  hope,  under  the  direction  of  the  Chief  Com- 
missioner, to  begin  work  as  early  in  the  coming  spring  as  the  weather  will 
permit.     A  large  proportion  of  the  necessary   material  is  already  on  the 

ground. 

THE    ASYLUM     ANNEX. 

As  the  Honorable  the  Chief  Commissioner  has  under  consideration 
the  matter  of  the  water  supply  and  a  more  efficient  mode  of  lighting  this 
building,  I  await  instructions  in  regard  thereto,  as  well  as  directions  as  to 
the  securing  of  a  new  steam  boiler  to  replace  or  supplement  that  now  in 
use. 

I  haye  much  pleasure  in  testifying  to  the  very  satisfactory  manner  in 

which  the  several  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Institution  have  performed 

their  duties.

I 
await  instructions  in  reference  to  this  matter,  as  we  will  also  re- 
quire our  water  and  sewerage  enlarged  I  presume.  During 
the  present  months  we  have  put  in  a  new  Boiler  in  place  and. 
enlarged  th(  tioiler  House  by  building  on  one  end.  We  also 
have  done  away  with  the  Conservatory  which  has  given  two 
more  large  rooms,  rebuilt  the  main  walls  in  front,  which  has 
made  agre  t  improvement  and  saving  in  fuel  for  the  different 
wards.  W'-  also  have  carried  out  the  completion  of  our  large 
Chimney  wiilch  we  are  now  deriving  the  benefit  of  as  we  are 
now  in  a  po-i  i;>n  U)  burn  any  kind  of  coal. 

A  large  iinuunt  of  new  fencing  has  been  done  with  our 
C)wn  staff,  a:i  1.  as  we  have  the  material  on. hand,  propose  next 
year  to  buiM  the  whole  of  the  fences  in  connection  with  the 
farm.

Honorable  body  and  also  in  testifying  to  the  very  satisfactory 
manner  in  which  the  several  members  of  the  Institution  have 
performed  their  duties.

Gentlemen  : — 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  bearing  more 
especially  upon  Agricultural  matters  in  conneetioii  with  the  farm  at  ihe 
Annex  of  the  Provincial  Lunatic  Asylum. 

During  the  year  my  eftbrt^s  were  in  the  direction  of  increasing  our 
crop  acreage  and  1  was  enabled  to  place  in  proper  condition  for  root  and 
grain  crops  about  fifteen  (loj  acres  pasture  and  rough  land  as  well  as  in 
the  improvement  of  our  marsh  lands  by  the  construction  of  a  number  of 
drains,  both  stone  and  open. 

The  crops  suffered  severely  on  occount  of  the  extraordinary  dryness 
of  the  season  and  as  a  consequence  of  this,  the  potato  crop  w^as  a  failure 
and  the  yield  of  oats  was  only  fair.  The  root  crop  however  was  excel- 
lent. 

As  a  further  result  of  the  lack  of  rain  our  pasturage  failed  and  we 
were  obliged  to  use  fodder  for  cattle  feeding.

Sir: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report,  covering  the  work 
in  connection  with  your  department  carried  on  in  and  about  the  premises 
of  the  Provincial  Lunatic  Asylum,  and  the  Annex  thereto  during  the 
past  year. 

I  shall  first  deal  with  the  New  Construction,  and  repair  work,  done 
at  the  Asylum  proper  or  main  building. 

NEW  CONSTRUCTION. 

Acting  under  the  recommendation  outlined  in  my  last  Annual  Re- 
port, with  your  permission  I  had  plans  prepared  for  a  Cold  Storage  House, 
and  the  foundation. of  this  was  proceeded  with  in  the  way  of  getting  stone 
until  the  cold  weather  put  a  stop  to  our  operations. 

I  hope  to  have  the   buihling   completed   during  the  coming  season, 
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RENEWAL  AND  REPAIR. 

At  the  Aunex  building'  the  brick  work  has  been  gone  over,  and  re- 
pointed;  attics  newly  sheathed,  the  sewerage  system  reconstructed,  and  a 
considera])le  portion  of  the  inside  of  the  building  repainted. 

A  steam  pump  of  larger  capacity  has  been  set  up,  and  new  lines  of 
pipes  laid  to  tanks  in  Lttic,  and  for  fire  prevention  purposes.  Necessary 
repairs  were  also  done  to  the  steam  boiler,  and  the  water  tanks  were  re- 
lined. 

On  the  farm  the  work  of  building  wire  fei'ces  was  continued. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I  would  again  urge  the  necessity  for  an  improved  lighting  and  water 
service  at  the  Annex.  The  former  of  which,  I  am  assured,  can  be  in- 
stalled at  a  comparatixely  small  expense  in  connection  with  that  at  the 
main  building,  there  being  sufficient  surplus  power  there  for  the  ))urpose, 
and  the  latter  brought  about  by  the  sinking  of  another  Artesian  Well, 
the  outlay  for  which  would  be  inconsiderable. 

It  will  be  necessary  as  soon  as  the  weather  will  allow  to  rebuild  the 
foundation  of  the  old  barn  at  the  annex  (as  the  present  one  has  survived 
its  usefulness)  as  well  as  that  of  the  building  used  as  a  root  house. 

The  roof  of  the  old  barn  will  also  re([uire  reshingling,  and  a  manure 
shed  in  connection  with  the  new  barn  is  a  want  of  the  imirediate  future. 

It  affords  me  much  pleasure  to  acknowledge  the  very  valuable  assist- 
ance I  have  received  from  those  employees  of  the  institution  under  my 
direction.
